MUNITIONS PROM. ENGLAND. 


A bid by a ritish ordnance 
firma, to supply big shells to the 
United States navy has been a 
shock to the American govema< 
ment and to American industry, 
And the award to it of the con- 
tract is a still greater shock. 

The price alone is enough to 
cause wonder. Hadfield &.Sons 
of Sheffield, England, offer to 
make 3,000 16-inch shells for our 
government at $513 each. The 
lowest bid made by an American 
firm, that of the ethlehem Steel 


-orporation, is $775 per shell, for | 


a larger number. The Midvale 
Steel company wants $900 apiece 
for such shells. There is a simi- 
lar difference in the bids for 14- 
ineh shells, 

The situation is all the more 
incomprehensible because oof 
>| President Schwab’s recent boast 
that the Bethlehem plant is now 
the largest and most efficient in 
the world, 50 per cent greater 
than the famous Krupp works at 
Essen, and his repeated declara- 
‘ions that his firm doesn’t aim to 
make any profit on guns and 
ammunition supplied to the Unit- 
ad States government. If this is 
true, why is the price so high? 
Moreover, if the Bethle¥em plant 
needs three years to deliver the 
shells, when the British firm 
agrees to deliver them in sixteen 
months, where is the boasted pre- 
paredness and efficiency of our 
American munitions plants? 

The most remarkable thing 
about it, however, is that a Bri- 
tish firm should have bidden at 
all, in view of the tremendous 
consumption of shells by the al- 
ties, the present plans for a more 


ivigorous presecution of the war 


and continued shell orders plae- 
ed by the allies in America. 

Presumably this bid was made 
with governmental sanetion. Tf 
30, it must mean that the British 
government expects the war to 
be over before sixteen months 
have elapsed, and expeced to 
have a big supply of munitions 
left on its hands. And that gives 
us a new angle on peace possi- 
bilities.
